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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

The following changes to the drawings are suggested by the examiner: 
Fig. 2a, push-pull amplifier (40) including two gain blocks (40, 50). Thus, 
either push-pull amplifier (40) or gain block (40) should be change to a different 
number and likewise the specification should be changed accordingly. 

Fig. 2b, "48"' should correctly be -42'-. (see specification page 12, line 32) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is not clear which "gam blocks'' are intended. Should "gain blocks" correctly be 
--active devices--? 

Claim 30 recites the limitation "the positive terminal" and "the output ports". 
Claim 44. line 10, claimed "a secondary coil". However, it is not clear where is a 
"primary coil". 

There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
